The marking will be done by one and only 
one member of the marking staff, which 
Consists of the Inspector Instructor | 
and his assistants. 


Em. Sir Clyde Le Carter, Inspector in= 
structor, will have charge of all 
marking which will be under the group 
system of Plus and Minuss 


We have had many requests that a marking 
officer be present at Rehearsals to as- 
sist them in their work. Under our pres- 
ent budget, we cannot bear this addition- 
al travel expense. However, if a Com- 
mandery needs assistance and will be » 
willing to pay the travel expense(which 
is 5 cents per mile), if they will con- 
tact the Inspector Instructor, he will 
see what arrangements can be made. 


The Eastern Massachusetts Presiding Coun= 
cils Club Knights Templars has requested 
us to hold an exemplification of the 
Ritual and Tactics. Our present budget 
does not allow for this additional ox- 
ponse, but if ways can be devised to 
defray the cost of such meotings, we 
will be only too glad to cooperate.
